N e w p o r t , K y., April 28.—Tho trial 
of Scott Jackson charged w ith m urder­ 
ing Pearl B ryan moved in a gallop yes­ 
terday. 
Six w itnesses w ere examined 
in the forenoon and four in the after­ 
noon. 
The purpose of the exam inations 
in tho forenoon was to establish the 
identity of the headless body f*und near 
F t. Thom as as thnt of Pearl B ryan’s 
and to prove th a t she was m urdered at 
the very spot w here she was found. 
The im lentity of the body was striking* 
ly proven by tho abundant evidence 
th a t th e bloody check dress was Pearl 
B ryan’s, also the shoes, the hat and the 
bloodstained nndorwear. 
E xpert testi­ 
mony of Coroner Tingley, Surge >ns 
Carothers and J. O. Jenkins w as intro­ 
duced to prove by the condition of the 
body as they found it at tiie scene of the 
m urder aud at the post m ortem that the 
killing was done just when» the body 
was found and th at the health of tho 
victim was perfect. 
W lln riw « F ro m In d ian a . 
The first w itness placed on the stand 
yesterday was Mrs. Stanley, a sister of 
the m urdered girl, who m ade a model 
witness. 
She identified the clothing of 
her sister, fingering the bloody, m uddy 
garm ent and bearing up bravely under 
the most of her testim ony. 
The defense 
would not cross-examine her. 
Joseph 
Pearry, a young Grecneastlo druggist, 
was placed on the stand for a few m in­ 
utes. 
He sjud he sold Pearl Bryan a 
pocketbook Jan. 23. 
He identified the 
one found in Scott Jackson’* effect* a ft­ 
er his arrest, as the one he sold Pearl 
Bryan in Gt »« neastle tw o weeks before. 
A handkerchief found in Jackson’• ef­ 
fect* was also introduced, and the cost 
m ark and two dots were identified by 
Isaiah Verm illion, a G recneastlo m er­ 
chant, as a m ark used in his store. 
Pearl Bryan fyeouently trad rd there. 
L ieutenant Atkinson of F t. Thomas, 
wa« one of th e first men to arrive at the 
scene of th»* m urder. 
He described th e 
surrounding) again. 
The blood on th e 
bushes, he said, was 20 inches above the 
S ground, and directly above w here a 
‘ body appeared to have lain. 
The de- 
| feuse objected to a 
question as to 
w hether the blood seemed 
to have 
boon spurted there, and w as sustained. 
Dr. Robert Carothers, w ho perform ed 
the autopsy, said the girl was alive 
w hen her head w as cut off. 
This was 
shown bv the absence of coagulated 
blood in her veins. 
L»y Fignre C»»»e* a M» udder. 
W hen th< lay figure w ith the bloody 
«1res* of the m urdered girl on it was 
brought into court in the m orning a 
contagion*; shudder, w hich was all but 
audible pasa.-d from the ju ry across the 
courtroom , well it was th a t the figure 
was removed 
It was too violently sug­ 
gestive of a headless girl. 
Tin* dress, 
however, was allowed to rem ain on s 
table in com panionship w ith other Mood 
stained garm ents and belongings of 
Pearl Bryan, th«* victim. 
In the After 
noon the defense began to cross-examine 
witnesses. 
It then became apparent 
that the defense by its failure to cross 
exam ine in the forenoon virtually ad­ 
m itted that the dead body in question 
was that of Pearl Bryan. 
Cross-exam­ 
ination in the afternoon indicated tw o 
lin»*s of defense, one that the body was 
killed bv some drug several hours before 
it w as beheaded where it was fourni, 
also that all confessions of Jackson w ere 
made under durance, w ere not volun 
tary and w ill Is* iueom petent as evi 
dence. 
The attack was m ade fiercely 
again>t Jackson during tin* afternoon. 
Dr. R. J. Gillespie of G d *»uicastle testi­ 
fied that about Jan. 1 Jackson adm itted 
to him that he was illicitly intim ate 
w ith Pearl Bryan and she w as in trou 
ble. 
He asked Gillespie's advice and 
was told to m arry Pearl. 
He then posi­ 
tively refused. 
Mayor Caldwell was ou 
the stand to testify to confessions m ade 
by Jackson already reported. 
Ja ck so n 's W ritin g Identified. 
Dr. Gillespie then was required to 
identify seven different letters as w rit 
ten by Jackson w hich he did aud to 
each of w hich the defense objected and 
was as often overruled. 
Borne of these 
letters are to Dr. Gillespie. 
W hat their 
contents are w ill be 
unknow n until 
they an* used in evidence. 
The new 
points in M ayor Caldw ell’s testim ony 
w ere th a t Jackson w hen arrested was 
first brought privately before him aud 
was shown tne telegraphic order to 
arrest him for the m urder of Pearl B ry­ 
an. 
Jackson exclaimed: 
“ Oh, m y God, w hat w ill my poor 
m other do?” 
He thou w alked the floor 
aud askod, “w h at shall I do?” 
“Tell the whole 
tru th ,” 
said tho 
m ayor. 
The m ayor said he told both W alling 
and Jackson th at they w ere not com ­ 
pelled to answ er any questions.

Attention has been directed by the 
Paris Temps to a new and wickless pe- 
tmlex ini lamp, the oil for which, as rep­ 
resented, costs only one-third of a cen­ 
time per cans 1 per hour, the cancel be­ 
ing the French standard of luminosity, 
eq ual, that is, to nine and a fraction, or 
ten, standard candles. 
This improved 
kind of lamp is due to the ing enuity of 
M. Scholar, inventor of a reg enerative 
g as burner adopt* d by the Oompag nies 
Parisienncs du Goe, and consumes pe­ 
troleum. The latter parses throug h a 
filter, falling drop by drop on to a hig h­ 
ly heated surface, and becomes immedi­ 
ately transformed into g as. 
It is sub­ 
jected toperf* etcombustion, the absence 
of smoke being due to the interposition 
of a filter, the absence of wick, the 
slow and prog ressive feeding of petro­ 
leum and to a strong draft. 
In the 
mechanism by which this result is ac­ 
complished there are four parts—name­ 
ly, an oil reservoir and a filter, a cham­ 
ber w ith tubes for volatilization and 
g asification connected with the reser­ 
voir by a special tube, also a reg ulating 
rock leading to an annular burner with 
two series of holes— an alcohol burner 
within a g lass g lobe, which closes by a 
spring —also a central chamber in con­ 
nection with the chimney for taking 
off the products of combustion.

Th« Decline of the Vetertnftry. 
Tho popularity of vrtorinary snrprery 
ag a profession has roddrnly suffered a 
decline. This fart is thoroug hly evinced 
by the diminished attendance of stu­ 
dents at the v< terinary department of 
the University of Pennsylvania dnring 
the present term. The falling off is not 
confined to the university here, but htvs 
been g eneral throug hout 
the whole 
country. 
Tho reasons for this falling off, ” 
says one who is in a position to know, 
* * are that the low prices of horses and 
the erroneous impression that tho intro­ 
duction of trolley roads and the im ­ 
probable g eneral nse of electric wag ons

would interfere w ith the practice of the 
veterinarian. 
In the m atter of the in­ 
troduction of trolley roads there would 
be little interference w ith tho practice 
of the veterinarian, for in the cities 
which possessed the old system of horse 
traction there were but few veterinari­ 
ans in the service of horse ear eompa 
nies. 
As far as the electric wag ons are 
concerned, none has thus far proved 
satisfactory. 
The price of the ordinary 
horse is much less than in years past, 
but horses above tho ordinary—fl at is, 
g ood horses and driving horses—com 
mand just as hig h prices at the present 
time as they did years ag o. ” —Philadel 
phia Record.

g rees C. For a reducing ag ent carbonic 
ox ide is named as being the best. 
This 
may be prepared in any of the w ater 
g as machines, using carbonic acid in­ 
stead of steam, carbonic acid being pro­ 
duced by the action of carbonic ox ide 
on ferrous ox ide, and reduction of this 
ox ide is effected iu a slowly revolving 
iron cvliuder.

It I* Kftid to lie In ft Cen*t» nt State at 
Blig ht Ag itation. 
According to Professor John Milne, 
the crust of the g reat g lobo “ upon which 
wo live and havo our being ” is in 
constant state of ag itation, weaving iu 
and out, up and down, liko a circus tent 
iu a cyclone. 
There aro earth move 
meuts that are being ex perienced at all 
times and in all lands, but they are so 
slig ht from month to month and from 
year to year that they g enerally escape 
detection. 
Iu all the countries of En 
rope and in many of those of Asia, 
most notably Korea and Japan, these 
tiltiug s aro so g reat as to be noticed 
even by the unscientific and inex peri­ 
enced representatives of the lower castes. 
Germany seems to be the seat of g reat­ 
est European earth crust ag itation, J a ­ 
pan occupying a sim ilar position in Asia. 
Of the above two countries Professof 
Milne says: "In both Germany and J a ­ 
pan a tidelike movement, too g reat to 
be produced by lunar attraction, has 
been observed, tho g round being g ently 
tilted once every 24 hours and some­ 
times twice, in which case the nig ht 
disturbance would be g reatest, and iu 
all case« building s, trees, e ta , stand 
slig htly inclined, like cornstalks in a 
g entle, steady breeze.” In short, the 
earth is constantly breathing , so to 
speak, the crust marking each respira­ 
tion by a g entle rising and falling , sim i­ 
lar to that of the chest in air breathing 
animals. 
It is believed that a certain 
per cent of this earth crnst disturbance 
is duo to conditions sim ilar to those 
which bring about earthq uakes. This is 
especially truo as far as it reg ards Ja 
pan, where it has been traced to the oon 
tiuual opening and closing of the broken 
strata in the main rang e of mountains. 
Among other movements of the crust 
of onr panting earth are the so called 
“ microseismio” or “ tremor storm s,” 
which arc now defined as being long , flat 
earth waves, sim ilar to those of an ocean 
swell. 
There may also bo occasional 
di sturbaucos in earth levels caused by 
earthq uake waves, which fjuito freq uent 
ly ex tend entirely around the world, ab 
thoug h inappreciable to the senses of 
persons located only a few bq q dred 
miles from the ,fcente» of radiation” of 
the seismic shock. —St. Louis Republic
